The former stood forth in his strength, 
eager and able for any contest in life’s great 
arecva. To meet and vghquish the foes of his 
pane and purposes, seemied his peculiar adapta- 
ility, and to the observer there was nothing to 
indicate that the ‘‘golden bowl 
broken.’’ Nor did he seem to con- 
template an end to these strifes, but to pass 
blithely from one to another as a matter of course 
and in endless succession.

I asked to be allowed to offer a simple tr.b- 
ute to the memory of my friend, Colone 
Alston. Death, sir, is terrible, let him come 
when and where he may! But how sad and 
terrible when he strikes down his victim 
suddenly in the pride of manhood, and 
where hopes of a bright future cluster 
around the heart. 

I knew Robert Alston when he was a 
small boy. I can see his handsome face 
now as he would lead in boyish sports. He 
was never quarrelsome, never rude, always 
good-natured, and ever ready to oblige, 
recollect on one occasion when he was play- 
ing With some boys who seenicd in- 
clined to quarrel with him, hearing 
him remark: “IT know that I am 
right, but I will not quarrel fur a marble, 
and [ will not play with boys who 
are mean enough to cheat, and rude enough 
to fight!’’"—and the little fellow left them 
and came and sat by me, and asked if he 
was not right— 

“Just as the twig was bent, 
The tree inclined!”’ 

Robert Alston was nota coward, but 
from early boyhood he had a dislike, an 
antipathy to quarrels and fights—and yet, 
sir, he fe.l in one! How strange is life! 
How inconsistent is man! 

He had his faults! and who sir, among 
us, have not our faults. “‘Man is as prone 
to error, as sparks fly upwards!’ But with 
all his faults, Robert Alston’s heart was in 
the right place—and when his balance 
sheet is made up, by the angel whose 
duty it is to record = the good 
and evil done by men, it will 
be found, that his good deeds outnumbered 
his evil ones, and that the good, has blotted 
out the bad forever, and that our friend is 
entitled to his paspert to the better land. 
Our colleague has gone from among us; his 
seat in this hall, is tilled by another! Who, 
sir, thought when we parted a few months 
ago, that he, young, robust, and healthy, 
would be selected to precede us in the 
march to eternity? It is but one more il- 
lustration of the uncertainty of life, and 
should admonish us all, to be ready for 
death. 

“After to-night I shall be at home!” Pro- 
‘oxi words! yes poor fellow, he is at 
ome, and God grant that that home is in 
my Father's hou e of many mansions. 

Mr. Speaker, I Shad the honor and pleas- 
ure ofserving with Col, Jamison in the senate 
of Georgia during the years of 1859 and ’60. 
He was a high-toned gentleman, a true and 
useful legislator. He seemed always to 
have the interest of his constituents at 
heart, and also the interest of the state. In 
his death the county of Towns has lost an 
able and devoted representative, and the 
state of Georgia a good and faithful citizen.
